rescue after injury?

The search is on for a stranger 
who helped a man to hospital 
late at night after the Derby, af¬ 
ter he had been injured while 
stepping out of a taxi. 

Callum Reid’s collarbone 
broke into three pieces when a 
taxi sped off before he had fully 
got out of the car. 

He said: “I was out at Derby 
day and went to a few bars after¬ 
wards. I left in the early hours 
to get a cab. I got in and soon re¬ 
alised I wouldn’t be able to pay 
the fare, so I asked to get out. 

“I think we had a bit of an 
argument, and when I was half¬ 
way out of the car, he slammed 
the accelerator on and I went 
flying. 

“I hit my head on the ground, 
and he left me in the middle of 
the road.” 

Then a man - Mr Reid does 
not remember many details 
other than he was white and 
probably in his thirties - came 


and took him to hospital to be 
treated. 

Mr Reid said: “He came in 
and just left. I didn’t get his 
name. I was all over the place 
by this point - I’d hit my head 
really hard.” 

The broken collarbone needs 
to have a metal plate put in it, 
and Mr Reid spent the night in 
hospital. 

Now he is trying to find the 
man who helped him, both to 
thank him and to ask whether 
he saw what happened with the 
taxi driver. 

His mother, Vanessa Wallace, 
said: “He was a good Samari¬ 
tan. He’s a hero. 

“He’s a very, very kind and 
generous man, and we are re¬ 
ally grateful. 

“I’d love to talk to him. We’re 
quite a close family, and I just 
feel so grateful. 

“You worry about your chil¬ 
dren, but it makes you feel 
better when you think there 
are people looking out for 
others.”

Businesses hit 
by roadworks

Roadworks are hurting Ep¬ 
som’s retail businesses, ac¬ 
cording to the owner of a knit¬ 
ting shop in South Street. 

Gill Catcheside, who runs 
The Stitch Mouse, said the 
shop has been steadily build¬ 
ing its customer base in the 
two years it has been open. 

But major work in the cen¬ 
tre of Epsom has made it more 
difficult for people to get to 
South Street. 

She said: “We were doing 
okay But these roadworks 
have really affected our foot¬ 
fall. 

“Workmen came and gave 
us leaflets about the works. 
But nobody told us they were 
going to shut the pedestrian 



crossings.” 

The work is hoped to reduce 
congestion and improve the 
appearance. 

Ms Catcheside said she 
hopes Surrey County Council 
will consider installing tempo¬ 
rary crossings. 

She said: “Funnily enough 
they were open for the Derby 
It seems once a year visitors 
are more important than shop¬ 
pers for the rest of the year. 

“Although we understand 
the safety issues, a lot of peo¬ 
ple aren’t coming into Epsom 
to shop because of the works, 


and when they do they can’t 
even get to the shops they 
want. It’s not good for the 
town.” 

The works have had a hu¬ 
man impact, too, beyond just 
footfall numbers. 

Ms Catcheside said: “We get 
a lot of people from the older 
generation, and when they 
first closed the crossings there 
were absolutely no signs. 

“In our Wednesday group, 
we have a few older ladies 
who come. One lady, Shirley, 
is blind. And the first week, 
she told Lola her dog ‘knit¬ 
ting shop’ and she couldn’t get 
here. Now she has to corral 
someone from off the street to 
make her way over. 

“It’s just a real shame, be¬ 
cause we are a small, inde¬ 
pendent business.” 

Surrey County Council was 
unavailable for comment at 
the time of going to press.

‘Leading way’ in prostate cancer care 


Technology hoped to revolutionise 
prostate cancer diagnosis has been 
“showcased” at Epsom Hospital for 
a training day ahead of a bold new 
programme. 

The Arietta ultrasound and fusion 
system, made by Hitachi Medical 
Systems, will allow men to have an MRI 
scan, get their results and have a biopsy 
on the same day - it currently takes six 
weeks for a diagnosis. 

It will be used in the Rapid (Rapid 
assessment prostate imaging and 
diagnosis) programme, which is to take 


place at Epsom, St George’s and Imperial 
hospitals. 

Speaking when the programme was 
announced, Professor Hashim Ahmed, 
chairman of NHS England’s clinical 
expert group for prostate cancer, said: 
“The NHS is now leading the way in 
ensuring all men get to benefit from this 
innovation. 

“Fast access to a high-quality prostate 
MRI allows many men to avoid invasive 
biopsies, as well as allowing precision 
biopsy in those men requiring it to find 
high-risk tumours much earlier.” 


Ram raid appeal 

No arrests have been made nearly a 
week on from an overnight ram-raid 
at a Co-op in Banstead. 

Police were called to Nork Way just 
before 3am on Thursday, May 31, to 
a report of people having driven a 
BMW X5 into the shop. 

The member of the public who 
called police said all the people 
involved were wearing black. 

It is not clear whether anything 
was stolen. 

Police arrived shortly after the call 
was made, and they continue to 
appeal for witnesses.

Teen robbery suspects 

Two teenagers have appeared in court this week on 
charges in connection with an armed robbery at 
Banstead train station. 

Alana Kuti, 18, of Dakota Close in Wallington, 
and Benjamin Bateman, 19, of Green Wry the Lane 
in Carshalton, were in Guildford Magistrates 
Court on May 28. 

The pair were charged with robbery, possession 
of an imitation firearm, and two counts of fraud by 
false representation. 

This is in connection with an incident which 
happened at Banstead train station, in Banstead 
Road, on May 16. 

They have been remanded to appear at Guildford 
Crown Court on June 25 later this month.

Row over pub 
opening hours 

Owner wants to change conditions

The derelict White Horse pub 
in Epsom is at the centre of 
a planning row between the 
owner and the council. 

Azhar Hashmi, who bought 
the pub in Dorking Road in 
2014, has permission for re¬ 
furbishment work but wants 
to change the conditions to 
allow longer opening hours. 

The original planning per¬ 
mission, granted in August 
2017, will let the pub oper¬ 
ate between 8am and 11pm 
(Mr Hashmi plans to operate 
something closer to a coffee 
shop in the morning), but 
he wants that to be extended 
to between 6.30am and mid¬ 
night - reflecting permission 
the building used to have. 

He said: “It’s not going to 
be a nightclub. We under¬ 
stand that it’s a residential 
area. We think it’s fair to 
adopt the hours the license 
had before.” 

But Epsom and Ewell Bor¬ 
ough Council refused his lat¬ 
est application for not includ¬ 
ing a noise impact report, 
taking 29 weeks to do so. 

Mr Hashmi said: “That’s 
not how a council should op¬ 
erate. Now we have to put a 
new application in, when the 
planning officer could have 
asked us for the report at any 
point during the process - we 
were in contact with him di¬ 
rectly” 

The run-down boozer was 
originally bought to use as an 
office for Mr Hashmi’s home- 
care business, but when he 
opened two others instead he 
decided to try to revive the

pub - thought to be the oldest 
in the town at 400 years old. 

He said: “I thought ‘let’s 
give it a go and bring it up to 
date to run it as a pub again’. 

“We are taking a big busi¬ 
ness risk with this - it’s not 
an easy industry.” 

He plans to put more em¬ 
phasis on food than drink 
when he opens the pub, sug¬ 
gesting the demand for more 
traditional drink-focussed 
pubs might be falling. 

Kingston and Leatherhead 
Camra, which promotes the 
role of pubs in society, was 
pleased to hear the building 
could become an active wa¬ 
tering hole again. 

Pub protection co-ordina- 
tor Chris Miller, who con¬ 
firmed it was “probably” the 
oldest pub in Epsom, said: 


“Certainly Camra’s always 
in favour of people keeping 
or restoring pubs - a ‘gastro- 
pub’ is better than no pub at 
all. 

“We hope the owner feels 
that he can put on an inter¬ 
esting range of real ales.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“The establishment has been 
closed for four years and cur¬ 
rently does not have a prem¬ 
ises licence to serve alcohol 
(the last licence was surren¬ 
dered in November 2014). 

“The application was via 
the planning process for an 
extension to operating hours 
past midnight in an area 
with residential properties 
nearby; it was therefore not 
unreasonable to refuse. 

“There is a statutory time- 
frame within the planning 
process within which we 
have to operate. This appli¬ 
cation was dealt with within 
this period. 

“Other planning applica¬ 
tions for this business (eg. for 
an extension to the property) 
have been granted. 

“The council strongly 
supports local businesses 
through a range of initia¬ 
tives.”

Cabbies accused 


of abusing rank 
to do shopping

A taxi rank outside a super¬ 
market is being “misused” by 
London cabbies wanting to do 
their shopping, a resident has 
claimed. 

The remarks were made as 
part of a public question call¬ 
ing for better enforcement of the 
two-spaced bay outside Waitrose 
in Banstead. 

In his submission to Surrey 
County Council and Reigate 
and Banstead Local Committee, 
Iain Gordon said borough taxis 
rarely used the space and that it 
should be designated a disabled 


parking space in a bid to regain 
control for drivers. 

His question to the commit¬ 
tee said: “The ‘rank’ is regularly 
misused by London taxi drivers 
for parking, while doing their 
own private shopping. 

“Very rarely is there a 
Reigate and Banstead taxi 
there, and even then it is un¬ 
occupied and not plying for 
hire.” 

He said a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request revealed the misuse 
of the bay was “unenforceable”, 
and said: “In view of all this it 
may well be an asset to the com¬ 
munity if the ‘unenforceable 
rank’ were to be designated for 
‘disabled parking’.” 

Speaking at the meeting held 


at Reigate Town Hall on Tues¬ 
day, June 5, Councillor Graham 
Knight said two hackney car¬ 
riage associations in the bor¬ 
ough had requested it remain a 
taxi rank, but admitted “enforce¬ 
ment had fallen through the 
cracks”. 

He said the police were in a po¬ 
sition to enforce correct usage of 
the bay but committee members 
were still unclear on a number 
of parking issues and whose re¬ 
sponsibility it was the enforce 
restrictions. 

Committee chairman Cllr 
Jeff Harris said he would look 
at who was in charge of enforc¬ 
ing the rank with Surrey police 
and crime commissioner David 
Munro. 


Room for children with cancer transformed 


A room for children with cancer 
and long-term illnesses at Epsom 
Hospital has been refurbished 
thanks to Momentum Children’s 
Charity. 

The sixth project Momentum 
has completed for the hospital, 
the isolation room will be used 
by the children to receive treat¬ 
ment, and they will often spend 
days there. 

Research has shown the physi¬ 
cal environment has a big im¬ 
pact on the healing process, and 
so Momentum has a programme 
of improvement work at local 
hospitals, including Epsom. 

Casey Ward Manager Karen 
Kilday said: “Another fantastic 
refurbishment in one of our 
isolation rooms. The beautiful 
designs are a great distraction 
when children are undergoing 
treatment, and they will help 
the entire family feel calmer and 
more cared for during their time 
at Epsom Hospital.”

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Sniffer dog Pippa will be showing off 
her skills in detecting illegal tobacco in 
Epsom this month. 

She will be at a roadshow going across 
the county that is hoped to highlight the 
dangers of the counterfeit trade. 

Denise Turner-Stewart, Surrey 
County Council’s cabinet member for 
community services, said: “The trade 
in illicit tobacco is damaging to health 
and damaging to communities, getting 
children hooked at pocket money 
prices, which is why we’re hoping as 
many people as possible come along to 
these roadshows and help us tackle the 
problem.” 


At the events, members of the public will 
be encouraged to report shopkeepers and 
dealers who sell illicit tobacco, which is 
dangerous. 

Illegal cigarettes might contain rogue 
ingredients and rarely carry health 
warnings, they have not had tax paid on 
them, and are often linked to organised 
crime. 

And they do not have the safety feature 
that legal cigarettes have, whereby they 
extinguish if left unattended - meaning 
illegal tobacco is potentially lethal. 
Pippa, who works with trading standards 
officers, will be at Epsom Market Place 
from 10am to 4pm on Thursday, June 14.

How research in Sutton 
is making radiotherapy 
smarter for cancer patients 


Nowadays radiotherapy is a high-tech, sophis¬ 
ticated treatment - thanks to research carried 
out by one of your neighbours. 

The Institute of Cancer Research, London 
- a charity and world-leading cancer research 
institution - has been at the forefront of radio¬ 
therapy research since the 1940s. 

That research is carried out right on your 
doorstep. 

Scientists at The Institute of Cancer 
Research (ICR) pioneered a treatment called 
intensity modulated radiotherapy (IMRT), 
working closely with their partner hospital 
The Royal Marsden. 

This high-precision method adjusts the X-ray 
beam used in radiotherapy to more closely fit 
the shape of the tumour. 

It is more effective than conventional radio¬ 
therapy and spares the surrounding healthy 
tissue, easing the side-effects of treatment. 

Research at the ICR and Royal Marsden has 
established IMRT as the standard of care in the 
UK for many types of cancer including prostate 
cancer and head and neck cancer. 

Combining radiotherapy with 
real-time imaging 

The ICR and The Royal Marsden have recent¬ 
ly taken their research into more precise forms 
of radiotherapy to the next level, opening the 
UK’s first MR Linac unit in Sutton, featuring a 
new type of radiotherapy machine. 

The MR Linac precisely locates tumours, 


tailors the shape of X-ray beams in real time, 
and accurately delivers doses of radiation even 
to tumours that are moving, for example as a 
patient breathes. 

Currently being tested for the first time 
in patients, the machine should transform 
radiotherapy by targeting the treatment more 
precisely than ever before. 

But improving precision is only part of 
the puzzle. To make radiotherapy kinder for 
patients, ICR researchers are also reducing the 
number of doses needed. 

The START clinical trial, led by Sutton 
researchers, found that a shorter course of 
radiotherapy - with fewer, stronger doses 
delivered over three weeks rather than five - is 
as good as a longer course for treating breast 
cancer. 

A similar study in prostate cancer has also 
found a shorter course of prostate cancer 
radiotherapy is as effective as the current 
standard treatment, and is changing the 
standard of care across the UK. 

Both trials make radiotherapy more conveni¬ 
ent and less tiring for patients - and are already 
saving the NHS tens of millions of pounds each 
year. 

These are just a few examples of how ICR 
research in Sutton is continuing to help make 
radiotherapy a smarter, kinder treatment for 
patients everywhere. 

Professor David Dearnaley leads the Clinical 
Academic Radiotherapy Team at the ICR. 

He was a leader in a trial called CHHip which 





showed that fewer, larger doses of radio¬ 
therapy are just as effective as the standard 
regime, sparing patients the inconvenience 
of unnecessary hospital appointments and 
reducing side-effects. 

He is also looking at the influence of gut 
bacteria on side-effects, as X-rays used during 
treatment kill many of the ‘good bacteria’ in 
the gut that help with digestion. 

He explains: “We’ve come a long way from 
the early days of radiotherapy Thanks to 
years of research, the treatment now effec¬ 
tively cures many of our patients, so a lot of 
our work is focused on refining it - making 
radiotherapy more convenient and reducing 
the side-effects for patients.”

Surrey residents will be asked 
whether they want RideLondon to 
carry on in the county from 2021 
onwards. 

As part of the legacy of the 2012 
Olympics, Surrey County Coun¬ 
cil approved the cycling event, 


originally called the Marathon on 
Wheels. About £2.5 million has 
been given to sports and recreation¬ 
al charities in the county since the 
first event in 2013. 

Councillors agreed at a cabinet 
meeting for the ride to continue 
until 2020, and for consultation to 
be carried out on whether it should 
take place until 2026. 

Speaking at the meeting, council 
leader David Hodge said RideLon¬ 
don had been a “hugely successful 


legacy” of the Olympics. 

He said: “We will see the Olympic 
legacy for another year until 2020, 
and we will recognise and clearly 
understand some residents have 
concerns about RideLondon, which 
is why we will hold consultations 
about any future decision for 2021 
onwards.” 

Cllr Tim Oliver, who will be tak¬ 
ing part in this year’s ride raising 
money for Shooting Star Chase chil¬ 
dren’s hospice, said in support of the 


event: “I think all of us who drive 
cars around Surrey at the weekend 
get frustrated with cyclists, and all 
of us who cycle at the weekend get 
frustrated with the cars and this is 
one of the few events where you can 
cycle safely and enjoy the whole ex¬ 
perience of cycling through Surrey 
and London. 

“There are the side benefits of 
promoting health and wellbeing, 
which is something to be pursued 
and recommended.”

Brian Conley answers our questions ahead of 
appearing in his new show entitled Still The 
Greatest Entertainer (In His Price Range)... 




I don’t want to givo too much away, 
so trust me, well have a laugh! 


Tell us about Still The Greatest Entertainer (In His 
Price Range)... It’s a potpourri of entertainment, it’s a 
fun night, it’s a celebration of my career and the fact 
that I’ve been performing for the last 45 years. The 
theme of the show is lots of comedy and of course 
there’s some music, I close the first half of the show 
with a medley of some of the musicals I’ve starred in. 
There are a few specials guests thrown in including 
Dangerous Brian and Larry the Loafer, and there’s 
also my support act the brilliant Mat Ricardo, The 
Gentleman Juggler, who performs a 15 minute 
comedy slot in the first half with, of course, juggling! I 
also talk about some of the things that I’ve been up to 
over the past 45 years and weave that in to stories 
about my career, it’s actually quite difficult to 
explain...and I don’t want to give too much more 
away, but I’ve been doing it long enough, so trust me 
we’ll have a laugh! 

What can audiences expect? They can expect a 
laugh, that’s what I really want to achieve and what 
I’m known for. There is some music but its driven and 
led by comedy right from the moment it starts and I 
enjoy that. My act is a tapestry which I’ve added to 


over the years, so it’s well tuned up, it’s like a 
Ferrari - hold on to your seats we’re going for one 
hell of a ride! 

How is the tour going? The response so far from 
the tour has been brilliant, I am genuinely really 
enjoying it and I’m lucky to be performing at some 
lovely theatres with wonderful crews who really care 
and go that extra mile to help us put on a good night. 
Do you get the audience involved? Of course I do! 

I think that’s very important, it makes it special, it 
makes it individual for that night. It’s funny, I know 
sometimes people avoid buying tickets in the front 
row because they think ‘oh no, what’s he going to do 
to us’ but don’t worry, no matter where you’re sitting I 
will get you... eventually! It’s just about making it 
different, when you get someone up (on stage) and 
just have a bit of fun with them you never know where 
that’s going to go or how they will react to it. So yes 
there is audience participation without a doubt! 

What do you enjoy most about touring? The 
reaction I get at the beginning of the night, I love that, 
there’s that very slight tinge of nerves before I go on 
because all you want is for it to go well, then when 


you walk out there and you get that roaring response, 
I love that. I want people who have spent their money 
coming along to walk out of the theatre afterwards 
and think ‘that was a great night’ 

You’ve performed at New Wimbledon Theatre 
many times in the past. If you had to pick one 
favourite memory, what would it be? It would have 
to be in panto doing Cinderella, it was a great cast 
with Barbara Windsor, Bonnie Langford, Gyles 
Bandreth, Ray Alan and Lord Charles. It was also the 
first panto I was top of the bill and I have some really 
great memories from it. 

Rumour has it that you also met your wife while 
performing in Cinderella back in the 1990. Can 
you tell us the story? Yes that’s true, it was actually 
through Ray Alan that we met. Ray’s wife worked with 
Anne-Marie and we were introduced by Ray at 
Wimbledon Theatre. We’ve now known each other 
for 26 years and have been married for 21 years! 
Who is your inspiration? Well of course it’s Tommy 
Cooper, I love Tommy Cooper, but there are many, 
Peter Sellers in the Pink Panther films, Eric 
Morecambe, funny people, performers who are 



naturally funny, Steve Martin, Robin Williams, and 
actually Robbie Williams, he’s a great entertainer, 
and of course Elvis Presley - all these people were 
born to do their job! 

You’re a comedian, television presenter, singer 
and actor - is there one you prefer? There’s the 
singing, I love doing that but I love making people 
laugh, when you’re on a roll it’s really infectious and 
I love that uncontrollable laughter, that’s what I’m 
aiming for when I do my show, not polite laughter I 
want them with their hankies out and not being able 
to control it, I just love that sort of laughter. Of course 
I enjoy it all, that I can move from one to the other and 
I’m not locked in to having to do one thing, but 
definitely live is where I am at, the excitement, the 
energy, the magic of it being in that moment!

BOOK CLUB (12A): Let’s talk about sexagenarians. 
Writer-director Bill Holderman’s frothy romantic com¬ 
edy stars Diane Keaton, Jane Fonda, Candice Bergen 
and Mary Steenburgen as life-long friends, who have 
forgotten what it means to grow old disgracefully. One 
leaf through the pages of E L James’s erotic thriller Fifty 
Shades Of Grey, the chosen text for a monthly book 
club, and these likeable heroines are enjoying first- 
date sex on the back seat of a car, slipping Viagra pills 
into a spouse’s beer and inadvertently grabbing 
the crotch of an adjacent passenger on a commercial 
flight. It’s hard to believe that one of the characters in 
the film wouldn’t have secretly read the bestseller in 
that period but Flolderman’s film, which is co-written 
by Erin Simms, doesn’t tarry on matters of likelihood or 
logic. Not when contrivances and coincidences can be 
piled one atop another to provide the four leading ladies 
with predictable subplots that ensure they all reach the 
end credits with willing suitors and a sheen of content¬ 
ment. They are far better than Flolderman’s picture 
deserves. 

SOLO: A STAR WARS STORY (12A): Scripted by Jona¬ 
than Kasdan and father Lawrence, co-writer of The Em¬ 
pire Strikes Back and Return Of The Jedi, the second 
standalone anthology film after Rogue One sketches 
the formative years of the charismatic scoundrel Han 
Solo (Alden Ehrenreich) in comforting, broad strokes. 
Ron Howard captains the hulking ship after director 
duo Phil Lord and Christopher Miller were tossed into 
a sarlacc pit over “creative differences” a few months 
into production. Behind-the-scenes turmoil hasn’t 
manifested noticeably on screen. This gung-ho romp 
of double-crossing criminals is clinical, bookmarked by 
impressively staged set-pieces laden with pyrotechnics 
and special effects. Solo’s name is emboldened in the 
title but he’s the least interesting element and Alden 
Ehrenreich’s performance falls short of the smoulder¬ 
ing, rascally delights of Harrison Ford. Instead, London- 
born actress Phoebe Waller-Bridge shines brightest 
through the digitally rendered gloom as a rebellious 
droid, who is hard-wired to demand equal rights for her 


mechanised kin. “I’ve got a good feeling about this,” 
grins Han as he sits in the captain’s chair for the first 
time. I harboured similar feelings of quiet optimism for 
Howard’s picture but like the mighty Millennium Falcon 
after she emerges from the Kessel run, my expectations 
were badly dented. 

THE BREADWINNER (12A): Hope takes root in the 
barren wilderness of present-day Afghanistan in Nora 
Twomey’s beguiling drama, which was deservedly nom¬ 
inated as Best Animated Feature at this year’s Acad¬ 
emy Awards. Based on the book by Deborah Ellis, The 
Breadwinner is a beautifully crafted and deeply moving 
celebration of the fragile human spirit as seen through 
the tear-filled eyes of a family struggling to make ends 
meet under a brutal regime that subjugates women. 
Twomey’s film doesn’t shy away from depicting the 
intimidation and punishment of female characters in¬ 
cluding one scene of a mother being bludgeoned with 
a walking stick for daring to leave her house without 
a male guardian. Violence is meted out off-screen but 
we hear and feel every sickening blow and share the 
victims’ sense of injustice that silently rages behind their 
swollen and bruised lips. Expressive and vibrant hand- 
drawn visuals alternate between an earthy palette for 
battle-scarred reality and an explosion of retina-searing 
colour for the fantastical fables that family members 
share to temporarily salve their pain. 

SHOW DOGS (PG): Raja Gosnell, director of Beverly 
Hill Chihuahua, collars a buddy cop movie, which is es¬ 
sentially Miss Congeniality on four legs, with dysfunc¬ 
tional canines replacing the beauty queens. Show Dogs 
is a shaggy dog tale of questionable pedigree that will 
probably delight very young audiences, who might gur¬ 
gle with glee at the sight of a Rottweiler (voiced by Chris 
“Ludacris” Bridges) sneakily breaking wind while its un¬ 
suspecting owner (Will Arnett) is soaping its rear. Any¬ 
one with an age in double digits will be less enthralled, 
and grateful that this preposterous undercover sting at 
one of the world’s most prestigious animal shows only 
wags its tail for 92 minutes. The script is poor and cocks 
its leg at plausibility in an opening set piece. Gosnell’s 


picture is all bark and no bite, slobbering over fleeting 
moments of touching emotion. 

THE LITTLE VAMPIRE (U): Richard Claus and Karsten 
Kiilerich’s computer-animated adaptation of the chil¬ 
dren’s book series penned by Angela Sommer-Boden- 
burg doesn’t quite hammer a stake through the heart of 
beloved source material ... but it comes close. Bolted 
together with outlandish action sequences and a sense 
of humour unabashedly aimed at younger audiences, 
The Little Vampire desiccates a familiar yarn of friend¬ 
ship and acceptance between two boys - one mortal, 
the other fanged. Pop culture references will sail over 
the heads of children, who will be more interested in an 
udderly ridiculous vampiric cow, which offers dubious 
comic relief by dive-bombing the film’s pitiful archvil¬ 
lain with fresh dung from its back side. Core messages 
of tolerance and co-operation are draped over every 
frame like bouquets of garlic to ward off evil spirits. 
Fangs for nothing. 

DEADPOOL 2 (15): Directed by “one of the guys who 


killed the dog in John Wick”, Deadpool 2 is a rollicking, 
gleefully irreverent and potty-mouthed sequel, which 
proves you can have too much of a good thing. The 
weight of giddy expectation on David Leitch’s slam- 
bang sequel compels returning screenwriters Rhett 
Reese and Paul Wernick to chase bigger laughs and 
outlandish thrills with tongue-in-cheek contributions to 
the script from leading man Ryan Reynolds. Conse¬ 
quently, these rumbustious two hours are crammed to 
bursting with pop culture references, droll one-liners 
and machine-gun profanities that try a smidgen too hard 
to push an envelope that had already been licked to 
absurdity. For every burst of gags that hits the target 
with laser-like precision, one punchline veers off course, 
and a protracted sequence involving the title character 
waiting for his body parts to regrow is a surreal narrative 
detour too far, even for a franchise that thrives on the 
ridiculous. In a filthy-minded tug of war with the first film, 
Leitch’s sequel comes off a fitfully entertaining second 
best.

Bank of Mum and Dad contributes 
towards 25 per cent of purchases 


The Bank of Mum and Dad will provide funding 
towards around a quarter of property purchases 
this year, according to research. 

By the end of this year, friends and family will 
have helped 316,600 loved ones to buy a home, 
up from 298,000 in 2017. 

The study, carried out by Legal & General and 
Cebr, calculates that the Bank of Mum and Dad 
will be equivalent to a £5.7 billion mortgage 
lender this year, supporting property purchases 
worth a total of more than £81 billion. 

The average contribution to a property purchase 
by friends and family is on the decline, however. 
The typical sum lent for a property purchase 
this year will dip to £18,000 after peaking at 
£21,600 last year. 

“The fact that in 2018, one in four housing 
transactions will be dependent on the Bank 
of Mum and Dad, while hard-pressed parents 


are finding it more difficult to provide the funds 
to help their family with deposits, will further 
exacerbate the UK’s housing crisis,” says 
Nigel Wilson, group chief executive at Legal & 
General. 

“We need to build more homes for the young, 
old and families alike - more quickly and cost 
effectively,” he says. 

“The volume of transactions depending on Bank 
of Mum and Dad funding keeps on growing, 
even as parents find it harder to provide as much 
moneyforthe deposit. [This] funding is a vital 
plank in the housing market, but this year the 
supply of funds is being squeezed.” 

“This is not a positive trend - nor is it sustainable 
or fair for our parents (the lenders) and young 
people (the borrowers) to remain so co¬ 
dependent when it comes to housing purchases,” 
Wilson concludes.

EVERY year, around a million 
people worldwide buy some sort 
of variant of the Volkswagen Golf. 

Most choose the hatch or estate 
versions of course, but a few need 
something that’s Golf-sized with 
Golf values that’s just that bit 
more versatile - this model, the 
Golf SV. 

It was originally launched in 
2014, but we’re looking here at 
the much improved version that 
Volkswagen brought us for the 
2018 model year. 

This Golf SV gets impressively 
close to the driving dynamics of 
the standard Golf hatch model 
it’s based upon, despite the fact 
that it’s 80mm longer and wider, 
120mm higher and about 120kg 
heavier. 

A standard XDS electronic 
differential lock torque vectoring 
system helps get the power down 
through bends you’d be able to 
tackle even more confidently if the 
electric steering set-up offered a 
bit more feedback. 

You can improve that by changing 
the settings on the ‘Driving Mode 
Selection’ system that most 
variants have, this set-up tweaking 
steering, throttle response and 
- on auto models - gear change 


timings to suit your preference. 

It’ll alter suspension feel too if you 
take up the option Volkswagen 
offers of ‘DCC’ ‘Dynamic Chassis 
Control’ - though to have that, you 
have to have picked one of the 
more powerful engines. 

There are two of these - the 
1.5-litre TSI EVO petrol unit we 
tried, offered with either 130 or 
150PS.Andthe2.0TDI 150PS 
diesel and there’s a choice of 
six-speed manual or seven-speed 
DSG auto transmission. 

All these powerplants come with 
the brand’s more sophisticated 
multi-link rear suspension 
package. Further down the range, 
you’ll be stuck with the cruder 
torsion beam set-up that gives a 
slightly more unsettled low speed 
ride over bumpier surfaces. 

There are four trim levels - ‘S’, 
‘SE’, this ‘SE Navigation’ spec 
and the top ‘GT’ versions. 

For this test, we tried a petrol 
engine freshly added to the Golf 
SV range, the 1.5 TSI EVO unit, 
which is most widely offered in 
130PS form - that’s what we 
sampled in an ‘SE Navigation’ 
guise. 

All ‘SE’ models get 16-inch alloy 
wheels, auto headlamps and 


wipers, Adaptive Cruise Control, 
power-folding mirrors, front 
and rear parking sensors, front 
‘comfort’ seats with height and 
lumbar adjustment. 

There’s also an alarm, an auto- 
dimming rearview mirror, an auto 
fold-down lever in the rear seat 
backrest, seatback fold-out tables 
and extra areas of interior storage 
- under-seat trays for example. 

The Volkswagen Group’s 


impressive 1.5 TSI EVO unit 
uses the brand’s clever ‘ACM’ 
‘Active Cylinder Management’ 
technology to cut out two of 
its four cylinders under light to 
medium throttle loads and as a 
result, the efficiency stats aren’t 
much different to those of the 
base 1.0-litre Golf SV model. In its 
130PS form, a Golf SV 1.5 TSI 
EVO manages 55.4mpg on the 
combined cycle and 116g/km 
of C02.
